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East Jordan discusses adult- 
oriented business restrictions

Like a number of other north- 
em Michigan communities, the 
City of East Jordan is taking steps 
torestrict sexually-oriented busi- 
nesses. 

Commissioners briefly dis- 
cussed a proposed ordinance 
which would provide the city 
with a way to regulate such busi- 
nesses at the May 21 city meet- 
ing 

“It’s not that East Jordan has 
been getting applications for 
adult businesses, but we want to 
be prepared,” said city adminis- 
trator Carolyn Sutter. 

The proposed ordinance is 
modeled after the one Boyne re- 
cently passed, and includes the 
following key elements: 

M@ Definitions of adults-only 
bookstores, entertainment, mo- 
tion picture theaters, novelty 
businesses and adult personal 
service businesses, tattoo par- 
lors, bathing establishments, 
sexually explicit material, and 
other terms. 

@ Definitions of specific sexual 
activities to be regulated or pro- 
hibited in such establishments. 
W@ Zoning restrictions which limit 
the areas a sexually-oriented 
business may operate. 

M@ Use regulations prohibiting 
any person or persons from re- 


siding in the premises, minors to 
enter the building. The ordinance 
would require a conspicuously- 
placed notice spelling out all 
prices for any services performed 
in the room where such business 
is carried on. 

@ Site development require- 
ments for the exterior appear- 
ance of such a business, window 
displays and decorations which 
are prohibited; and requiring 
building entries. windows and 
other openings to be screened 
from view in public or semi- 
public areas. 

The ordinance proposal states, 
“No adult-only business shall be 
located within 500 feet of a 
church, school, public park or 
playground, non-commercial 
public assembly facility, public 
office building, commercial day 
care facility, arcade, or any other 
adult-only business, nor within 
300 feet of any residential-zoned 
district, waterfront-zoned dis- 
trict, professional office-zoned 
district, central business-zoned 
business (C-1) or planned unit 
development district.” 


The proposed regulations also’ 


specify that any adult-only busi- 
ness “shall be located in a gen- 
eral commercial district (C-2) or 
industrial-zoned district.” 
Sutter noted the zoning restric- 
tions, if adopted, “Pretty much 
means they couldn’t build one 


within city limits, which is the 
idea, to make your area unattrac- 
tive to them so they go bother 
somebody else.” 

After the meeting Sutter said 
people haven’t been applying to 
locate any sexually-oriented 
businesses in East Jordan, now is 
the time for the city to enact an 
ordinance. 

“Its always better to have 
something in place ahead of time, 
before the need is pressing — it 
also avoids a lot of litigation ... 
Otherwise when you get one (and 
attempt to impose restrictions) 
then they complain you’re ha- 
rassing them,” Sutter said. 

She added from a legal stand- 
point, municipalities cannot 
place an outright ban on a legal 
sexually-oriented business estab- 
lishment. 

“Courts have found... that you 
have to have two to three percent 
of the area (available) to locate 
one of these businesses,” she said. 

In practice, the proposed ordi- 
nance would limit an adult-ori- 
ented business to a four-acre site 
located near the airport and close 
to the industrial park, in a C-2 
zoned area. 

“It’s so isolated from where 
anybody’s going to be out walk- 
ing,” said Sutter. 

The next step for the proposed 
ordinance will be a thorough go- 
ing-over by the city attorney. 


Char-Em ISD puts voc-tech program on ballot

Voters in the Charlevoix- 
Emmet Intermediate School Dis- 
trict will have an opportunity June 
10 to approve a 0.75-mill tax 
levy (75 cents per $1,000) on 
taxable valuation for five years. 

If approved, the millage would 
generate $1.7 million per year to 
support and develop vocational 
and technical education for the 
11 school districts. Char-EmISD 
representatives Naomi Singer and 
Mark Eckhardt discussed the 
need for vocational and technical 
education at the May 20 East 
Jordan Board of Education meet- 
ing. 
They informed board members 
that by 1996, 2,200 students in 
the Char-Em ISD will be in voc- 
tech education, and that in 1950, 
60 percent .of jobs were un- 


_ skilled,” said Singer. “By the year 
_ 2000, over 45 percent of jobs will: 


be skilled. Vocational-technical 
education combines academics 
with technical skills. 

“This is not new to the Char- 
Em ISD,” said Eckhardt. 

The first technical education in 
the district was in 1968, and mill- 
age requests in support of the 
programs were defeated in 1968 
and 1971. 

The Paullin Report was com- 
pleted in 1990, recommending 
the ISD ask for two mills for the 
Petoskey and East Jordan 
schools. That millage was also 
defeated at the polls. 

“Then we had Proposal A, 
which limits millage (requests) 
to one mill,” he said. 

Superintendent Chip Hansen 
said it’s important to get stable 


funding for voc-tech programs 


now. 


. “If the millage doesn’t pass, - 


there will be less opportunity ... 


_ The well will run dry,” he said. - 


Eckhardt said the ISD felt it 


will take five years to get a qual- 
ity voc-tech program up and run- 
ning. 

In answer to board questions, 
Singer said all districts are in 
agreement on the method of di- 
viding and developing programs 
locally. 

East Jordan, forexample, could 
decide they need health educa- 
tion, and could write a block grant 
for that purpose. 

“All of the districteare on one 
level playing field in that pro- 


cess, and they should be,” said 


Hansen. 

“The concept of voc-ed has 
changed ... It’s not just for the kid 
who’s not going to college —a lot 
of districts are requiring kids to 
take some voc-ed classes,” said 
Eckhardt. 

“There has been a need for 


vocational education i in this dis- 


trict since 1966, There is a tre- 
mendous need for this program,”
